with others and with a far Breater number of 
others, and these conditions, amid the persis: 
tence of elemental! passion, evil as well as

“ Nor shall we err if we Judge that more wars 
of the nineteenth century were of high import 
to the world than of any other century, Sir 
Edward Creasy has set down nly ‘fifteen
